No. Ma.l8(l)/2009- Med,/22653.—In exercise of 
the powers conferred by Section 33 of the Indian Medical 
Council Act, 1956 (102 of 1956), the Medical Council o'f 
India with the previous s^>provaI of fee Central Government 
hereby makes fee following regulations to further amend 
fee ^‘Postgraduate Medical Education Regulations, 2000”, 
namely:— 

1, (0 These Regulations may be called the 
“Postgraduate Medical Education (Amendment) 
Reg^tions, 2009 I^-IF’. 

01) They shall come into force on fee date of 
their publication in fee Official Gazette. 

In the “Postgraduate Medical Education 
Regulations, 2000” the following addltions/modlfications/ 
deletiohs/substitutions, shall be as indicated therein :-<- 

3. Clause 6 shall be substituted as under :— 

“STARTING OF POfiTTGRADUATE MEDICAL 
COURSES AND THEIR RECQGNmON 

' 1. An institution intending to start a Post 
Graduate medical education course or to 
increase the annual intake edacity in an 
already ongoing course shall obtain prior 
pennission of fee Central Government as 
provided under Section lOA of fee Act. 

2 The institutiem shall apply for recognition of 
fee Post Graduate medical qualificatiem to fee 
Central Government throu^ the affiliating 
university, when the first admitted batch shall 
be due to appear for, fee examination to be 
conducted by fee affiliating university. 

3. Failure to seek timely recognition as required 
in sub-clause 2 shall invariably result in 
stoppage of a(bnissi<Hi to the cmicemed Post 
Graduate course. 

4 The recognition so granted to a Post Graduate 

Course shall be for a maximum period of 5 
years, upon which it shall have to be renewed. 

5. The procedure for ‘Renewal’ of recognition 
shall be same as applicable for fee Award of 
recognition. 

6. Failure to seek timefy renewal of recognition 
as required in sub-clause-4 shall invariably 
result in stoppage of admissions to the 
concerned Post Graduate course. 

7. In a period of5 years from fee date of Letter of 
Permission fee college should have all pre and 
para clinical Post Graduate courses. 

8. The existingMew medical colleges should 
mandatorily have the department of Blood 
Bank wife conpemenf of blood separation unit 
and Transfusion Medicine. 
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such iastitiition shall alto* it to six-years training 
coirse. 


4. Clause 9 under the heading “Selection of 
Postgraduate Students’’, shall be substituted as under ;— 

“(1) (a) Students for Post Graduate medical courses shall 
be selected strictly on the basis of their Inter-se 
Academic M^. 

(b) 50% of the seats in Post Graduate Diploma 
Courses shall be reserved for Medical Officers in 
the Government service, who have served for at 
least three years in remote and difficult areas. 
After acquiring the PG Diploma, the Medical 
Officers shall serve for two more years in rranote 
and/or difficult areas. 

(2) For determining the ‘Academic Merit’, the 
University/Institution may adopt die following 
methodology:-^ 

(a) On the basis of merit as determined by a 
‘Competitive Test’ conducted by the State 
Government or by the competent autfamity 
appointed by the State Government or by the 
University/group of Universities in the s«ne 
State; or 

(b) On the basis of merit as determined by a 
centralized competitive test held the national 
level; or 

(c) On the basis of the individual cumulative 
performance at the first, secwid and third 
MBBS examinations provided admissttms are 
University wise. 

Or 

(d) Combination of (a) and (c): 

Provided that wherever ‘Entrance Test’ fw 
postgraduates admission is held by a State 
Government or a University or any other 
authorized examining body, the minimum 
percentage of marks for eligilnlity for admission 
to postgraduate medical course shall be 50 per 
cent for general category candidates and 40 
per cent for the candidates belonging to 
Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Ofoe* 
Backward Classes: 

Provided forther duU in Non-Govemmental 
institutions fifty per cent ofthe total seats shall 
be filled by the Competent Authmity notified 
by the State Government and foe r emaining 
fifty per cent by the management(s) of foe 
institution on foe basis of Inter-se Academic 
Merit.
